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Purpose and emphasis of the bibliography. 

This bibliography is intended to be helpful to anyone who is 
selecting, cataloging, or using one of these publications; to anyone 
who may plan a new card service; and to anyone who may try to 
^J> analyze the rise and fall of the card form. 

Throughout the bibliography P particular attention is given to 
the physical characteristics of the cards and to the provisions made 
for filing and using them 0 In other words, the emphasis is on charac- 
teristics peculiar to the card form. 
Scope of the bibliography . 

All the publications on this list are partly or entirely composed 
of pieces (that is, cards or sheets of paper) designed to be filed one 
by one in a cumulating file. Loose-leaf systems, whether on paper 
sheets or cards, are omitted from this bibliography (with one excep- 
tion, Die Therapeutische Registrator). 

An especial effort has been made to discover card-form publica- 
tions in medicine and in the sciences basic to medicine. A few 
publications in related applied sciences (for example, food) have been 
described when information about them was available to the compiler 
but not readily available elsewhere. 
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The bibliography includes drug information card services which 
cover the products of more than one company. It omits the many 
similar services which cover the products of single companies*, 

Several series of U 0 So Government research and technical 
reports now have a perforated sheet of unit abstract cards inserted 
in each report. Those which have been brought to the attention of 
the compiler are listed in Appendix A but are not described in the 
bibliography,, 

Appendix B lists non-medical card-form publications which have 
come to light during this study. The information given has not been 
verified and is presented only to serve as a starting point for further 
study of the form c 
Sources of informationo 

Names of publications were obtained by searching the bibliog- 
raphiesj catalogs, and book stacks in the National Library of 
Medicine and by corresponding with numerous libraries and in- 
dividuals. However, since many titles were found only by chance, it 
seems likely that, by similar chance, many others have been overlooked. 

Most of the annotations are based on an adequate sample of the 
cards, on data supplied by the publisher, or on reliable secondary 
sources. When information is lacking or questioned, the sources used 
are indicated.

2 # Brackets around a title indicate that the title has been supplied by 
the compiler. 

3. As a rule only the present frequency of publication is given for 
current services. 

4x6", 
5x8". Unusual card sizes are given to the nearest eighth inch. 
The vertical measurement is given first. 

5. In the description of an abstracting service,, abstracts averaging 
less than 50 words are called "brief. " Those averaging more than 
500 words are called "long. " 

6. In the description of any service, the language of its text is usually 
not mentioned unless different from the language of its title. 

7« If a service provides more than one copy of each card,, this fact is 
noted in the description. 

8. Any publication which would be difficult to handle as a serial be- 
cause its issues lack title ? serial numbering and/or dates is 
annotated to that effect, (A service which is "irf'another serial is 
not considered to need additional identifying data. )

Covered annually about 30, 000 technical reports of the Depart- 
ment of Defense and its contractors in all scientific and techni- 
cal fields. Approximately sixty percent of the cards carried 
abstracts. Multiple copies of each card, for filing by suggested 
subject headings and by other added entries, were supplied as 
requested. Beginning with AD15,000 each card also carried 
suggested Uniterm headings. 

A Title announcement bulletin (no. 1-133; 13 Mar c 1953-23 Aug. 
1957), issued at frequent intervals in journal form, listed the 
title, author, and originating agency of documents recently 
cataloged by ASTIA, and gave the identifying AD number. 

On February 15, 1957, the distribution of AD cards was sub- 
stantially curtailed, and arrangements were made to issue 
the material semimonthly in journal form as the Technical 
abstract bulletin (no. 1; 1 Sept, 1957- ). Each issue is 
arranged by broad subject groups with subject, source, and AD 
number indexes which cumulate semiannually.

In 1956 
there were twenty depositories outside the United States and ten 
in the following American cities: Boston, Chicago, Houston, 
Indianapolis, Kansas City, New Haven, New York (2), Richmond, 
and Sacramento. Cards for 1954 and later are available on a 
subscription basis (^50 a year). Cards are numbered consecutive- 
ly but are not dated. 

Much of the material abstracted for the CAAAL is also covered 
in the Current literature section of the Quarterly journal of 
studies on alcohol, but the CAAAL abstracts are often longer 
and are more likely to include illustrative material such as graphs 
and tables. In addition the CAAAL at any time may include 
abstracts of important older literature as it is discovered.

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"The latest figures published— for 1926, the twentieth complete 
year of the Concilium Commission— show 201 subscribers to 
cards, or 370 if subscribers to more than one class are counted 
separately. Cards totalling over 20, 000 were sent to these 
subscribers, of which 3625 were entries for physiology, 846 for 
anatomy, and 16,322 for palaeontology, biology and zoology, M 
Library Journal, 1928, 53:452-453. Since the " 20, 000 M figure 
probably includes at least two copies of each card, the number 
of books and articles indexed in 1926 may be estimated at six to 
ten thousand* The number was undoubtedly lower during World 
War I and in the thirties.
